Sunday Coroner Donehvoo held an in- 
quest over the body of Rev. Gaston R. 
Buford, who was Killed Saturday night 
at 33 Hull street by H. Claude Ander- 
son, a former inmate of the state in- 
sane asylum. 

Butorg was the only one of the three 
persons killed who was killed with- 
out an eyewitness. He rushed into the 
Zahn home from the sidewalk when 
he heard cries for help. While there 
were no wilnesses, the circumstances 
showed that as he entered the front 
Anderson, who was running towards 
the door, and was killed instantly. His 
body was found later in the hall when 
an investigation was made after Zahn 
‘had killed Anderson on the front side- 
walk. 

Mrs Buford, the widow of the slain 
minister, was probably the only per- 
gon who knew he had been injured pbe- 
ture his body was found. She saw her 
husband-enter the house, close *the 
door, and then heard the shot that 
killed him. 

The verdict of the jury was that the 
minister met death at the hands of An- 


derson. 

No inquest will be held over the 
bodies of Mrs. Matilda Zahn and An- 
derson.

SIX MEN ARRESTED 
BY ATLANTA POLICE 
FARLY THIS MORNING 


Reported That They Are 
Being Detained at Station 
House in Connection With 
Big Chattanooga’ Robbery 
Recently. 


EXPRESS WAGON ROBBED 
OF $40,000 LAST YEAR 


Fred E. Hogan and Wiliam 
J. Yatter, Two of the Pris- 
oners, Deny That They 
Are Guilty of Any Viola- 
tion of Law.

At o'clock this morning local de- 
tectives placed six young men under 
arrest, carried them to the police sta- 
tion, and at 2:30 o’clock were still quiz- 
zing them, 

While officers refuse to discuss the 
case and while no names have been 
entered on the docket, it is reported 
that the six men are being detained in 
connection with an investigation of the 
Southern Express company robbery in 
Chattanooga, on November 22. 

At that time an express company 
transfer wagon in the Western and At- 
lantic yards was held up, according to 
the driver, by two white men, and 
robbed of over $40,000. 

The money was in packages made up 
for shipment from various Chattanoo- 
ga banks to several southern states. 

I¢ was reported early this morning 
that in addition to the six men already 
being held in the investigation that a 
seventh man, who is believed to be the 
leader of the alleged gang, is under 
arrest. 

The detectives are still making an in- 
vestigation and refuse to give out any 
names, or any other information. 

At 3 o’clock this morning the names 
of two of the men now under arrest 
were given out by the detectives. They 
are Fred E. Hogan, manager of a lo- 
cal taxicab company, and William J. 
Yatter, who is connected with an au- 
tomobile company in this city. 

Both Hogan and Yatter assert that 
they are not guilty of any violation of 
the law, but beyond that statement, 
decline to discuss the charges against 
them. 

The charge under which the six men 
are held is “suspicion.” A more definite 
charge will probably be made later. 
It was stated at the office of the taxi- 
cab company of which Hogan is day 
manager, that he was working in At- 
lanta on the night of:the robbery and 
that consequently he could not have 
had a hand in the hold-up in Chatta- 
nooga. 

Explains Hogan’s Connection. 

A. lL. Belle Isle, for whose company 
Hogan has been. working, at 3.30 
o'clock this morning explained Ho- 
gan’s connection with the case, say- 
ing that he felt sure that he was 
being held as a witness only and as- 
serting that he could not possibly 
have any other connection with the 
robbery. 

“Hogan was working in Atlanta the 
night of the robbery” he said “We 
got a call to send a car to Chatta- 
nooga to carry an Atlanta official of 
the express company to the Tenne- 
see city to investigate the robbery. 

“We investigated, found that it was 
the express company office talking 
over the phone, and sent a car in 
charge of Hogan. The express official 
had missed his train but by taking the 
auto he managed to arrive in Chatta- 
nooga in time. Hogan brought the car 
back to Atlanta the next day. So it was 


impossible for him to have had any 
connection with the robbery. 


ALL SAINTS’ WILL 
BUILD PARISH HALL 


New Building, Which Will 
Cost Over $40,000, Will Be 
Named in Honor of Thom- 
as Egleston. 


At a congregational meeting Sunday 
All Saints’ church decided to erect a 
parish hall, to be called the Egleston 
Memorial Parish hall, in memory of 
the late Thomas Egleston, a devoted 
member and generous giver to that 
church. 

The new building is to be located 
on a lot at West Peachtree and Kim- 
ball streets. This lot is the gift of 
the late Mrs. Richard Peters. 

The new parish house is to be erect- 
ed at a cost of $40,000 or $45,000. Mr. 
Egleston left to the church the sum 
of $25,000 to be used toward the con- 
struction of a parish house. The con- 
gregation of All Saints’ at Sunday’s 
meeting decided to give the difference. 

The plans for the parish house were 
approved at Sunday’s meeting and the 
contract will be let in the near fu- 
ture. 

The parish house will be a mode] 
of its sort. It will be constructed on 
the Akron plan—that is, with a square 
front and circular in the rear, thus 
facilitating the interior arrangement 
and the lighting and ventilating of the 
building. Brown stone or brown stone 
and brick will be the material used: If 
the structure is entirely of stone, the 
cost is estimated at $45,000. If it is de- 
cided to use partly brick construction 
the cost is estimated at $40,000. . This 
question has not yet been decided. 

The building will be three stories 
high. It will contain an auditorium 
with a seating capacity of 800. There 
will be kindergarten facilities with 
class rooms accommodating 600 chi}- 
dren. The building will also have a 
kitchen, with store rooms, dining room 
and other similar conveniences.

ON HERBS AND GRASS 
GREEKS ARE LING 


It Is Said Famine Has Resulted 
From the Entente 
Blockade. . 


' 


Washington, February 18.—The 
Greek legation stated today that fam- 
ine is resulting from the entente 
blockade of Greece arn the poor classes 
are living on herbs and grass. It also 
declared that despite compliance with 
the ultimatum of the allies there has 
been no relaxation of blockade meas- 
ures. The statement follows: 

“The Greek legation has received in- 
formation to the effect that the results 
of the blockade of the Greek coasts 
enforced by the entente allies since 
December 8 are of the most gruesome 


character. 

“Ten deaths from starvation have 
been reported from the Province of 
Jannina, one at Laurium, ten in Acar- 
nania, two in the province of Prevega, 
one in Eubia and one in Messina. The 
poor classes have begun to live on 
herbs and grass. The epidemics of 
enteritis and dysenteria are rapidly 
spreading in the country. 

“Notwithstanding the complete ex- 
ecution of the allies’ ultimatum no 
relaxation of the blockade has been 
brought about. Numbers of fishing 
boats are constantly sunk or sequester- 
ed by the ships enforcing the block- 
ade. Coasting trade between ports of 
the kingdom is completely prohibited.”

Murray, Ky., February 18.—Lube 
Martin, the negro charged with the 
murder of former Policeman Guthrie 
Duiguid, arrived here tonight in charge 
of a company of national guardsmen.

AS THEY CHARGED 
BY FIRE OF BRITISH 


Kaiser’s Troops Are Blood- 
ily Repulsed in Their Ef- 
forts to Regain Ground 
Lost North of the Ancre. 


NEARLY 1,000 GERMANS 
CAPTURED BY BRITISH 


Berlin Admits the Germans 
Were Forced to Abandon 
Advanced Positions — No 
Fighting of Importance Is 
Reported on Other Fronts. 


New York, February 18.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—The Germans in the Mirau- 
mont sector of the Ancre front in 
France has striven hard to regain the 
positions the British took from them 
Saturday, but their attempts were 
fruitless, says the British war office. 
Attacking in waves, the Germans came 


ish guns and were swept back to their 
trenches suffering heavy casualties. At 
no place did the attacking forces reach 
the British line. The British suffered 
no casualties. They captured 780 offi- 
cers and men. 

The Berlin war office says that 
the Ancre fighting Saturday positions 
several times changed hands, but that 
before abandoning their advanced cra- 
ter positions the Germans took 130 
prisoners and captured five machine 


in 


guns. 
Trench raiding operations and ar 


tillery duels continue. In Champagne, 
near Ripont, says Berlin, the French 
have shelled the Germans in the po- 
sitions captured from the French last 
week, but have been unable to launch 
infantry attacks because of terrific ar- 
tillery fire of the Germans. 

Except for isolated attacks, the most 
violent of which was delivered by the 
Russians against Teutonic allied posi- 
tions in the Oituz valley in Rumania 
and which Berlin says was repulsed, 
little fighting is in progress in the 


eastern theater. 
Petrograd admits the entry of Ger- 
mans into Russian trenches south of 
‘Dvinsk, but says later they were driv- 
en out. In the Carpathians a strong 
Austre-German work south of Okna 
has been captured by the Russfans. 
In‘the Austro-Italian and Macedonian 


theaters artillery activity predomi- 
nates. Nothing new has crept through 
concerning the situation on the~-Irak 


front, where the last reports credited 
the British with having taken addition- 
al positions from the Turks in the re- 
gion of Kut-el-Amara. 

BLOODY FIGHT 

FUR MOUND. 


London, February 19.—Reuter’s ocr- 
respondent at British ehadquarters in 
France, telegraphing Sunday, says: 

“In the battle which began in the 
neighborhood of Miraumont Saturday 


morning and has continued intermit- 
tentiy ever since, the fiercest struggle 
was to the left of the center, where tne 
British sought to get the mastery ofa 
mound rising abou forty leet with a 
sunken road across it. 

“The Germans realized the great tac- 
tical value of the mound and had it 
fringed with machine gun = emplace- 
ments and ribbed with trenches and 
strenuously disputed the British ad- 
vance up the slope. lt was deadly ftighan- 
ing but the British steadily pressed for- 
ward until they had almost gained the 
crest.

GERMANS CAUGHT 
BY COMBINED FIRE 
OF BRITISH GUNS

London, February 18.—The official 
report from British headquarters in 
France tonight reads: . 

“The prisoners we took in yester- 
day's operation (on the Ancre) now 
number twelve officers and 761 men. 
We also captured a number of machine 
guns and trench mortars. 

“This morning strong enemy forces 
attacked our new positions on the spur 
above Baillescourt farm. The enemy 
infantry advancing in three waves with 
bodies of supporting troops in the rear 
came under the concentrated fire o 
our artillery and were driven back 
with heavy losses. Our lines were not 
reached at any point; we suffered no 
ca'sualties. 

“We entered German positions dur- 
ing the night southwest and also north- 
west of Arras, south of Fauquissart, 
and north of Ypres. We inflicted 
many casualties on the enemy, blew 
up a machine gun and took nineteen 
prisoners. 

“Hostile raiding parties were re- 
pulsed during the night south of Ypres; 
we secured prisoners and inflicted a 
number of casualties. There was con- 
siderable mutual artillery activity to- 
day in the neighborhood of Boucha- 
vesnes, in the Ancre area, and in the 


Ypres sector.” 


FRENCH DESTROY

Paris, February 18.—French troops 
last night invaded a German trench in 
the Bois le Pretre, on the left bank of 
the River Moselle near Pont-a-Mous- 
son, and destroyed the Teuton works 
and sheds.

New York, February 18.—Twelve 
Steamships, one of them flying the 
American flag, sailed from here today 
presumably for European ports which 
will necessitate their passage through 
the “prohibited zone” announced by 
Germany. Three vessels that came 
through the restricted area, one of 
which was of American register, arriv- 
ed here. . 

Two of the steamers departing today 
—the British liner Laconia for Liver- 
pool and the French liner Roma for 
Marseilles, are passenger ships. Wheth- 
er there were any Americans on board 
either vessel was not disclosed. 

The City of Pueblo was the lone 
American vessel sailing today to brave 
the dangers of the submarine zone. Her 
captain, John EE. Willett, is a New 
Yorker, and other officers—thirteen in 
all—are Americans, 

The steamer Moreni from Mediter- 
ranean ports was the only American 
vessel arriving here today. Tne other 
arrivals were the Penistone (british), 
from Gordeaux, and the Liege (Bel- 
sian), from Rotterdam and Cardiff. 

Besides the City of Pueblo, the La- 
conlia and the Roma, the sailings today 
were: Verdi (British), Liverpool; Kan- 
Sas City (British), Bristoi; Feltria 
(British), London; Kaikoura (British), 
London, and bBjornstjerne Bjornson 
(Norwegian), Chile (Danish), Moorish 
Prince (British), Kawachi Maru (Jap- 
anese), Llandudno (British), all pre- 
sumably for European ports.

Two British Steamers Sunk and 
One Reported Sunk. 
\ Two Lives Lost. 


New York, February 18.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables of 
the Day.)—Two more British steamers 
have been sent to the bottom by Ger- 
man submarines. Their aggregate ton- 
nage was 4,333. Another British steam- 
er, the Worcestershire, 7,175 tons, is 
reported to have been sunk. 

A German official communication an- 
nounces the sinking during one day ‘by 
a single submarine of 51,800 tons of 
entente vessels—an auxiliary cruiser 
of 20,000 tons, two auxiliary cruisers or 
transport steamers of 13,600 tons each 
and one transport of 4,600 tons. 


LIVES ARE LOST 
WHEN SHIPS ARE SUNK. 

London, February 18.—Lloyds’ ship- 
ping agency today announced that the 
British steamship Worcestershire, of 
7,175 tons gross, was reported sunk. 

Lloyds also announced that the Brit- 
ish ship Valdes, of 2,285 tons gross, had 
been torpedoed and sunk without warn- 
ing. Two members of the vessel’s crew 
were killed and nine are missing. The 
captain and others of the crew have 
been landed. The sinking of the Brit- 
ish steamship Romsdalen, 2,648 tons, 
also was announced. 


No late movements of the steamship 
Valdes\have been recorded in the mari- 
time registers. The vessel was built 
at Stockton in 1914 and hailed from 
Liverpool. She was 255 feet long, 40 
feet beam and 24 feet deep. 

The Worcestershire was on a voyage 
from Liverpool to Rangoon, India, and 
sailed from Suez January 12. She was 
452 feet long and was built in Belfast 
Mn 1914. Her owners were the Bibby 
Steamship company, of Liverpool. The 
Romsdalen was 300 feet long and was 
built at Westhartlepool in 1895. 


HEAVY TOLL 
FOR ONE U-BOAT. : 

Berlin, February 18.—(Via Wireless 
to Sayville.)—It is officially announced 
that one German submarine within 24 
hours sank one auxiliary cruiser of 
20,000 tons gross, two auxiliary cruis- 
ers or transport steamers, of 15,600 tons 
each, and one transport steamer of 
4600 tons. The one submarine within 
24 hours destroyed 51,800 tons. 

Six teamers and one sailing vessel, 
totaling 25,000 tons, were sunk Feb- 
ruary 13.

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~ GERMANY “BOSSED” 
BY VON LUDENDORFF 


Hand of Von Hindenburg’s 
Chief of Staff Reaches Out 
Into Economic and Social 
Life of the Empire. 


Geneva, Switzerland, February 18.— 
(Staff Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.)—Germany now has a real “boss” 
in General von Ludendorff, first quar- 
termaster general. The hand of Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg’s chief of 
staff, now is felt not only in his strate- 
Sic determinations and direction of the 
armies of the powers, but 
reaches out into Germany's whole eco- 
nomic and social life. 

All the threats of 
Civil administration, 


central 


military control, 
food distribution, 


industry, agriculture and finally even 
of German foreign relations, now run 
ultimately to the chateau at the Sile- 
sion country seat of the Prince of Pless, 
where General von Ludendorff sits with 
the great Field von. Hinden- 
burg at imperial headquarters. Where a 
purely military decision is in question, 
Von Hindenbureg’s name is usually cited 
as the determinant authority, but in 
all other great questions in the fore- 
front of German policy in recent months 
such as the introduction of universal 
auxiliary labor service, the conversion 
‘of German industry to an absolute war 
basis, the transfer of Belgian workmen 
to Germany, the tightening of the food 
distribution regulations, and finally, un- 
restricted submarine war, the prophe- 
cles of coming decisions in informed 
circles were almost invariably accom- 
plished by the self-explanatory remark: 
“Ludendorff ist dafuer.’ (Ludendorff is 
for it.) 
Hurried to Stop Russians. 

The talented general staff officer 
who, in the exciting days of August, 
1914, when the original German com- 
mander in the east, Lieutenant General 
von Prittwitz und Gaffron, had deter- 
mined to retire before the superior 
Russian forces, was hurried eastward 
from imperial headquarters, picking up 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg on the 
way, to save the situation, has merely 
extended to all of Germany the sys- 
tem which he introduced in the east 
when Von Hindenburg was merely the 
over-commander of the eastern forces. 
General von Ludendorff then had full 
control of the entire administration in 
the occupied districts of Russia. 

If a new customs tariff were to be 
introduced for Poland, and if regula- 
tions for the tobacco trade were to be 
promulgzted, the decision thereon ulti- 
mately rested with General Ludendorff. 

When Field Marshal von Hindenburg 
was appointed to the general command 
of Germany’s military strength, General 
von Ludendorff extended his control of 
those factors of general life which are 
almost as important to military suc- 
cess as the actual direction of armies— 
food production and distribution, man- 
ufactures, transportation and other go- 
cial and industrial factors. His first 
decision was to remedy as far as pos- 
sible the error of General Falkenhayn, 
former chief of the general staff, who 
had attempted to fix the figure for the

~ CAUSES HOT DEBATE 


Discussed in the 
Cortes. 


Madrid, February 18.—(Via Paris.)— 
Spanish neutrality was the subject of 
animated discussion in the cortes last 
night, when several deputies, includ- 
ing Senors Rodes and? Garcia, ques- 
tioned Premier de Romanones on the 
attitude of the government in the war. 
Deputy Rodes demanded an _ explicit 
statement upon the motives actuating 
the government’s policy and upon what 
it proposed to do. 

The premier, in reply, said that the 
government was neutral and had shown 
its attitude very distinctly in the ac- 
tion taken in connection with several 
moves by the United States; one, the in-| 
vitation to intervene for the re-estab- 
lishment of peace and another an invi- 
tation to declare war against Germany. 

Deputy Rodes, interrupting the pre- 
mier, said that this declaration by 
Count de Romanones was incorrect be- 
cause the United States had never in- 
vited Spain to declare war. 

Amid considerable excitement in the 
chamber, caused by this remark, the 
premier replied that in reality the Unit- 
ed States had invited Spain only to 
break off diplomatic relations with 
Germany, and added: 

‘Spain is the friend of all the bel- 
ligerents and all neutrals and for that 
very reason it cannot undertake discus- 
sions or negotiations which would have 
the effect of injuring our friendships 
and our tranquility.” 

Eduardo Dato, ex-premiier and leader 
of the conservatives, said that his 
party would support the existing neu- 
trality of Spain. Senor Cambo, chief 
of the Catalonians, made a similar dec- 
laration. 

Finally Alejkandro Lerroux, chief of 
the radicals, declared in favor of inter- 
vention which would secure attention 
and respect for the opinions of the 
chamber. 

The members of the cortes listened 
silently and eventually the chamber 
declared that in Spain hatred did not 
exist against any country, but that in-

“AD” VALUE OF GOOD ROADS. 

Almost half a page of The Sunday 
Spokesman-Review, of Spokane, Wash., of 
February 11, was devoted to a short stretch 
of improved highway in North Carolina, 
which reminds us— | 

“How far that little candle throws its 
beam!” 

Thus shines a piece of well-constructed 
highway, in a world and in an age in which 
the motor-driven vehicle has come to be the 
predominating means of transportation! 

Too, this is an age of advertising; and 
the instance in point affords only cumulative 
evidence that, from the purely advertising 
standpoint alone, a good highway is among 
a state’s or a community’s best assets. 

In this northwestern newspaper appeared 
a good story, illustrated by two three- 
column half-tones, written immediately 
round a couple of novel road signs, “which,” 
Says the explanatory lines— 


“were erected by the authorities of Bun- 
combe county on the 12-mile stretch of 
asphalt-macadam road between Asheville 
and Weaverville, which is a section of 
the Southern. National highway from 
Washington to San Diego, Cal., by re- 
quest of the Asheville Motor club. 

“Signs were designed by the county 
road engineer.” 


If there is any one thing above another that 
the far west and the northwest pride them- 
selves in, it is their good roads. Therefore, 
if the south and southeast are desirous of 
advertising themselves in the newspapers 
of those sections, a good way is by building 
good highways and heralding the fact. A 
stretch of road better than or different from 
the ordinary will attract more nearly gen- 
eral attention this way from the west than 
almost anything else could. And the same 
applies—and is coming more and more to 
apply—to every section of the country, be- 
cause everybody today is interested in bet- 
ter highways. 

Take, for instance, the road between At- 
lanta and Macon: Peachtree street is known 
wherever, almost, the name of Georgia is 
known. Suppose we could advertise to the 
world that Peachtree had been extended 
clear on to Macon — that connecting these 
two important cities were a continuation, 
smooth, hard, well-drained all of the way, 
of the most famous city thoroughfare in the 
south! 

Think of the “pulling power” of such 
an ad! 

And it is easily possible of attainment. 
First must he a beginning; the rest 
would follow easily and as a matter of 
natural development process. Build one 
mile—or a stretch of ten miles—and build 
it to last. Public sentiment would quickly 
make the rest imperative. If not, public 
sentiment would join forces with civic 
pride; and the two elements, working from 
both ends conjointly, would “put the thing 
over” with surprising rapidity! 


THE OPEN GRATE HAZARD. 


“You wrote an editorial a short time ago 
on the ‘Pistol Hazard,’” writes a correspond- 
ent, “which was to the point and timely. 
Now, why don’t you write one on the ‘Open 
Grate Hazard?’ ”’ 

“So many children,” the letter continues, 
“are burned to death from open grates dur- 
ing the winter.” 

A timely subject for comment, indeed; 
because all too frequently the news columns 
carry accounts not only of children’s cloth- 
ing being byrned from the bodies, but of 
tragic burnings of grown folk as well. A 
woman in Atlanta was a victim of such an 
accident only a day or two ago. 

Considering how easy it is for a woman’s 
skirts or a man’s bathrobe to come in con- 
tact with the flames in a burning grate, the 
only wonder is that the frequency of such 
tragedies is not greater than it is. 

Our correspondent well suggests that “if 
parents would put safeguards, such as 
fenders, around grates,” many tragedies 
would be averted. 

The “fender” suggestion {s a good one. 
Every grate should be so equipped, and the 
house and the household so safeguarded. 
There is nothing in the world more cheer- 
ful and “homey” than an open fireplace: and 
it affords the most nearly perfect ventilator 
with which any room could be equipped. 
Keep the fireplace, but if you love your wife 
and children, get a fender.

Thotisands of Atlantans Pledge 
| Support in the Red Cross Campaign 


After Hearing Eloquent Speeches 


That Atlanta will not fail in the organ- 
izatiow of a Red Cross chapter with fifteen 
thousand members necessary to secure a base 
hospital for this city, and that she will have 
the required number by the time the cam- 
paign ends Thursday night was definitely in- 
dicated yesterday, when the audience of four 
thousand members, neecssary to secure a base 
rose almost unanimously to its feet on the 
call of Eugene R. Black and pledged itself 
to support the organization with its money 
and influence. 

The size, the character and the enthusi- 
asm of the audience all gave assurance of 
the movement's success. After the call was 
made envelopes were passed through the 
crowd and a very large proportion of those 
present put themselves down as members of 
the Red Cross with the necessary subscrip- 
tion of $1 or more. Owing to the number 
of the subscribers the list was not made up 


eminently satisfactory to its promoters. 
H. J. Hill Speaks. é 

The meeting was largely of an educat#ve 
character, the instructor being’H. J. HW, of 
Washington, national director of membership 
extension of the American Red Cross. After 
the opening of the meeting by Postmaster 
Bolling H. Jones, chairman, the singing of 
the national anthem by the audience stand- 
ing and prayer by the Rev. Charles W. Daniel, 
Mr. Hill was presented by Mayor Candler, 
who expressed the confidence that 10 per cent 
of Atlanta’s population would join the Red 
Cross, making a membership for the city of 
20,000. He said Atlanta was not competing 
with any sister city for membership, as no 
American city had as yet enrolled more than 
6 per cent of its population in the organi- 
zation, but it was a mark he had set for At- 
lanta, and he believed she would reach it. 

Mr. Hill declared that he was the bearer 
of a message from Woodrow Wilson, presi- 
dent of the American Red Cross society, to 
the American people. The Red Cross was 
distinguished from all other societies, he said, 
in that it was nothing less than an arm of 
the United States Sovernment, an arm ex- 
tended for the work of humanity and mercy 
in peace no less than in war. Of the gov- 
erning body of the society, six were appoint- 
ed by the president, six elected by the’ mem- 
bership at large and six elected by these 
twelve, stated Mr. Hill. 

Forty-six nations of the world are now 
signatories of the convention of Geneva, giv- 
ing recognition to the Red Cross. The or- 
ganization is world-wide. While no Red 
Cross society in the world enjoys a higher 
reputation than that of the United States, 
this branch of the organization is sadly de- 
ficient in numbers, having enroiled a much 
smaller percentage of the population than 
the other leading nations. 

“Since the outbreak of the European 
war,’ Mr. Hill continued, ‘we have sent 
abroad into the trenches no less than. $35,- 
000,000. If the name.of the American Cross 
is now Known On every battlefield in Europe 
and the American flag is blessed by the suf- 
fering peoples of crushed nations, it is not 
due to the activities of American business 
men but to the response to humanity’s call 
from the American heart. 

Red Cross Activities. 
“The outbreak of the great war found our

Red Cross society far behind those of other 
nations in numbers. Japan had no less than 
1,800,000 of her 40,000,000 of people enrolled 
in her Red Cross. Germany had _ 1,400,000; 
France and ‘England upwards of a million 
each. To meet this deficiency President Wil- 
Son garly in 1916 issued a proclamation call- 
ing for a membership of one million in the 
American Red Cross during that vear. So 
far 300,000 have responded to the president's 
call, and the society is now enrolling new 
members at the rate of 40,000 per month. It 
is believed that we will easily reach the mil- 
lion mark this year. 

“I have never seen anything of the kina 
that affect me so much as did the splen- 
did demonstration made by five thousand of 
your women in that splendid parade Thurs- 
day. 1 immediately wired Washington that 
the women of Atlanta had assured the or- 
ganization of a Red Cross chapter here. But 
the Red Cross is not a woman's organiza- 
tion alone. We must have the support of 
the men as well. 

“The aim of the government now is that 
there shall be located in forty strategic cit- 
les of the country base hospitals. Macn 15 
to have 5090 beds and be equipped to care for 
an army division of 20.00. We are asked to 
make this provision in tite of peace, because, 
if there is one thing that the present war 
has terribly demonstrated, it is that such 
provision cannot be made in war. 

“We have already tocated hospitals in 
twenty-six cities, 3,800 of the finest sur- 
seons in America have volunteered their 
Services besides large numbers of nurses, 
Sstretcher-bearers and ambulance drivers. 

“There is no use of forty base hospitals 
at the front unless our people behind Know 
how to supply their needs. One of the main 
purposes of the Red Cross now is to educate 
its members into what these needs are. In 
the Spanish-American war we expected to 
care for thousands of wounded on the field. 
when the death toll of the war was only 27 
officers and 257 men.killed in action, but six- 
thousand were victims of disease.

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Great War Now Raging in Europe 
Called Fulfillment of Prophecy 


Discussing the great as a fulfill- 
ment of prophecy and an indication of the 
nearness of the second coming of Christ, Dr. 
Frank Norris, of Fort Worth, Texas., recently 
called to the pastorate of the Baptist Tab- 
ernacle here, impressed upon an audience 
which packed the Tabernacle building last 
night something of the enormity of war, and 
told his hearers that no individual or group 
of individuals could have prevented the pres- 
ent great war, which he regards as a distinct 
fulfillment of prophecy. 

“Through all the centuries the prophecy of 
divine inspiration has come to us today tell- 
ing that the world would be involved in a 
great and devastating war,” said Dr. Norris, 
“but only in the Bible do we find any such 
prophecy. You may search through all the 
histories of the world, and you will not find 
one word foretelling the war of the present 
hour.” 

Dr. Norris read particular passages of 
Scripture which he pointed out as direct 
prophecies. 

Preaching Is Necessary. 

At the morning hour Dr. Norris preached 
a forceful sermon on the significance of true 
preaching of the gospel of “Christ and Him 
Crucified.”’ 

“The world calls preaching a foolish 
thing,” said he, ‘‘but preaching is God’s meth- 
od of making known His message to the 
world. The prophets were great preachers. 
The apostles were set apart as preachers 
first and above all things. 

“Christ and Him Crucified’ is the theme 
of the message of the great truth that tells 
the individual soul its need. ‘Christ and Him 
crucified’ means to preach that truth not by 
the laboratory, by social service, and other

“Our business is to destroy the works of 
the devil,” said he, “and hasten on his bank- 
ruptcy. The church tries to see how far it 
can agree with the world. Our business is 
not to agree with the world, but to disagree. 
We are in the world, but not of it. Show 
me where Christ agrees with the customs of 
this world. At 12 years of age he was seen 
challenging the lawyers. He challenged the 
traditions’ and customs of the fathers. His 
hearers said that He violated the traditions 
of the fathers, and He answered back, ‘You 
violate the commandments of God by your 
traditions.’ ”’

Church Must Be Constructive. 

“The church must be constructive as well 
as destructive. It must be constructive in 
that it regenerates the individual, and does 
not reform society. You ask me if 1 believe 
in social reform, and | answer yes. But 
Christ gets into the heart of the individual 
and thereby remolds society.”

“After the failure of his attack on 
February 16, south of Miraumont, the 
enemy in the course of the night in- 
creased his artillery fire, and when 
morning came attacked on both sides 
of the Ancre river. In the engage- 
ments, which continued during the day 
and were subject to frequent changes, 
we took prisoner 130 men and captured 
five machine guns and then abandoned 
to the enemy our most advanced crater 
positions.

RUSSIAN TRENCH 
BUT ARE EJECTED 


Petrograd, February 18.— (British 
Admiralty Per Wireless: Press.)—Ger- 
mans dressed in white yesterday took 
the offensive against the Russians 
near Kochava, southwest of Dvinsk, 
on the northern end, of the ea'stern 
front, and broke into a front line Rus- 
sian trench. Russian reserves, says 
the official statement today, immedi- 
ately drove out the Teutons. In the 
Carpathians, Russian detachments sur- 
prised and captured, without firing a 
shot, a strongly fortified Austro-Ger- 
man position southwest of OkKna. Teu- 
ton counter attacks were repulsed. 

The text of the statement follows:

STEEL MILLS LACKING 
IN FUEL AND MATERIALS 


Railroads Actively Placing Or- 
ders—163 Locomotives Are 
Bought in Few Days.

New York, February 18.—Steel man- 
ufacturers and dependent industries 
are etill suffering from an inadequate 
supply of fuel and from lack of other 
raw material, but the largest interests 
report some improvement in the num- 
ber of cars furnished by the railroads. 
The railroads are still actively plac- 
ing orders for motive power, 163 loco- 
motives having been bought in the last 
few days, fifty of which are for ex- 
port. Very few cars were ordered last 
week, but over 7,000 have been put un- 
der contract since the first of February. 
The rail mills have taken orders for 
72,000 tons standard sections for 1918 
shipment, including 45,000 tons for 
roads in the southwest. | 
Interest is largely centered in the 
urgent demand for ocean-going boats, 
shipyards on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts having entered additional con- 
tracts for twelve ships, ten of which 
are to be built at Pacific coast yards. 
These boats will require about 100,000 
tons of steel plates and shapes, 60,000 
tons of which have been ordered for 
shipment in the last half of 1918. In 
addition the French government has 
taken over the contracts of several 
boats now in course of construction on 
the Pacific coast. Great Britain and 
France are buying boats now afloat 
wherever they can be found. The 
United States government will take 
bids on four scout cruisers in March. 

Structural work is again active in 

all sections of the country. Among 
the largest contracts are 7,000 tons for 
runways at the Norfolk navy yard, 
7,000 tons for pier sheds and’ other 
structural work in the Panama zone 
and 7,800 tons for Philadelphia sub- 
ways. The bridge builders’ society has 
just reported January contracts 
amounting to 111,000 tons, but addi- 
tional orders for 28,000 tons not offi- 
cially confirmed were placed last 
month. 
Merchant sales of pig iron this week 
amounted to 80,000 tons for domestic 
shipment with prices from 5(0c to $1 
per. ton higher in the south and east. 
Wrought iron and steel pipe is at $4, 
and blue annealed sheets $5 per ton. 
Ferro alloys are active and higher, 
sales of 15,000 tons being attended by 
some excitement,

TODAY IN PUGILISM 


Jem Smith, the last heavyweight 
champion of England under London 
prize ring rules, fought his last battle 
twenty years ago today, when he lost 
to George Crisp in five rounds at New- 
castle. Smith was a fair fighter, but 
he added no glory to the long roll of 
British prize ring champions who had 
preceded him. Smith’s last battle under 
the old rules was fought in 1889 at 
Bruges, Belgium, with Frank Slavin 
as his opponent. They went fourteen 
rounds to a draw. In 1887 Smith fought 
106 rounas to a draw with Jake Kil- 
rain for the world’s heavyweight cham- 
pionship under prize ring rules. This 
historic contest was staged in France, 
and Kilrain had the better of the argu- 
ment. Jem was also defeated by Peter 
Jackson in two rounds in London. Since 
the days when Smith was in his prime 
England has never had a good heavy- 
weight. The outlawing of prize fight- 
ing meant the death of pugilism in 
England, so far as the big fellows were 
concerned, although the “tight little is- 
land” has turned out scores of great 
little men. Great Britain has not pro- 
duced a real world’s champion heavy- 
weight since Jem Mace—and Jem was 
not a real heavyweight, although he 
licked all the best of the big fellows on 
both sides of the Atlantic.
